Realizing that us (e goes on, his-
tory. which may be probed for truth
now, In another generntlon would be
foo far removed from the links of liy-
Ing memory to certify necuracy, many
men are giving time and effort to ex-
tracting the weal historle facts from
the mnze of fictlon surrounding the
orlgin of many of this country's nn-
tlonal songs, which have become un
Important part of her Integral life.

No man has glven more time and
more effort, nor sifted fucts more thor-
oughly to get at the true history of our
natlonal songs, than has Mre, O, G, T.
Bouneck, chlef of the division of musie

embodled these facts In reports pub-
llshed by the government in book form,
which save them for all time,

Unless he has traced n matter to the
bedrock of certainty, n report with Mr.
Sonneck Is never complete, and a call
at his office In the music divislon of
the library found him with his Intest
published reports on the nationnl songs
on the bookense at hig slde, and all
heavlly Interleaved with penned and
penclled annotntions which bring evi-
dence down to the very minute, Mr,

Bonneck permitted n recent caller to |
glean from these documental data re- |
gurding this country’s natlonal songs |
and supplemented them with some ad- |
ditlonal verbal Information.

Almost everyone knows how the stir- |
ring words rushed from the heart and
hand of Francls Scott Key on the early
morning of Sepfember 14, 1814, when
the English were bombarding Fort Mec-
Henry. Fewer, perhaps, know that
he jotted down the first rough draft of |
the song on the back of n letter as he
salled up the Patapsco on one of the
enemy's vessels that early norning,
when he gaw “through the duwn's car-
Iy light that our flag was still there.”
He completed this draft upon the
American hoat which brought him to
Baltimore that evening, and Inter that
night, In his hotel In Baltimore, he
mnde o clean copy of those jottings,
and this first fulr copy of the words
{8 still In existence and mny yet be
geen at the Walters gallery in Baltl
more,

On the morning after his areival in
Baltimore Key took his poem to his
friend and relative, Judge Joseph Hop-
per Nieholson, for his eritieal opinlon
upon it. This was evidently favorable,
for It waus Immedintely printed und (s
first appearance In public was In the
form of a sheet, or broadside, which
wag distributed through the sfreets on
the day after it was written. Its first
dated appearance wns in the Balti
more Patriot of September 20, 1814
Next day it appeared In exactly the
same form In the Baltimore Amerlean,
and then, In single sheets and In news.
